“This country is too big to al- 
low creatures of this nature to get 
away unscathed,’ Tobey added. 
“Somebody knew the ballots 
proved somebody guilty of vote 
fraud.” 

Vault Blasted. 

Binaggio, Democratic boss of 
Kansas City and local represen- 
tative of the Chicago Capone syn- 
dicate, was assassinated last April 
6 in the First District Democratic 
Club with his henchman, Charles 
Gargotta. Thieves blasted the 
vault of the county election board 
in the courthouse the night of 
May 27-28, 1947, and stole sev- 
eral thousand ballots needed in 
vote fraud prosecutions. 

Regarding the theft of the bal- 
lots, Senator Tobey asserted: “We 
are striking at one of the most 
vicious things in America. Law 
violations of this sort lower the 
moral standards of this country.” 

As for Binaggio, Tobey said: 
“No doubt he was the master 
mind here, until he left this vale 
of tears for a higher or lower 
realm.” 

Tells of Spitz's Testimony. 

Discussing the testimony of one 
of Binaggio’s close associates, Ed- 
ward P. Osadchey (Eddie Spitz), 
Senator Tobey paid tribute to 
Spitz’s “acumen,” saying he was 
shrewd enough to close down his 
night clubs “when the heat went 


on. after the killing of Binaggio.” 


Tobey said the. committee was 
“very much interested in the 
methods used by hoodlums to get 
into the rackets,” adding, 
have uncovered evidence showing 
Kansas City connections with the 
new Capone gang of Chicago.”

Brussels, Belgium, July 20 
(UP)—The Social Christian ma- 
jority in Parliament, acting after 
a mass walkout of opposition 
members, voted today to recall 
exiled King Leopold HI to the 
throne. 

Parliament adopted a bill de- 
claring the King “fit to reign” 
and repealing a leftist law which 
had barred Leopold from the 
throne for five years.

TOKYO, July 20 (AP)—Failure 
of the South*Koreans to hold the 
Han river line south of Seoul re- 
sulted in the United States’s “‘des- 
perate decision” to commit Ameri- 
can infantrymen piecemeal in the 
Korean war.

Recoil-less Nocket- 

Launcher Hurls 3.5-' 
Inch Charge — Fired! 
From Shoulder.

TOKYO, July 20 (AP) — The 
Army’s king-sized bazooka—the 
new 3.5-inch ground rocket 
launcher—knocked out at least 
eight Communist tanks today in 
its first battlefield test. 

The weapon was manufactured 
and tranported from the United 
States in only a.few days. 

Battle-tested gunners of the 
Twenty-fourth Division were sup- 
plied with the new gun only a 
short time before they turned it 
on the Communist tanks when the 


battle for Taejon flamed again 
today. 

The new recoil-less weapon was 
described as a modern version 
of the World War II bazooka ex- 
cept that it is larger. It is fired 
from the shoulder. 

The old bazooka fired a 2.36- 
inch rocket. Near the end of 
World War II experimental work 
began on an anti-tank weapon 
with greater armor penetration 
and faster muzzle velocity. 

The new weapon is designed 
primarily for close fire, butgit also 
can be used against “fortified po- 
sitions and—up to its maximum 
range—for area type fire against 
troop concentrations and similar 
ground targets.” 

In covering a specific area its 
effect is similar to a round from 
an 8l-mm, mortar, the communi- 
que said. 

The 3.5-inch rocket launcher is 
a two-piece, smooth-bore weapon 
of the open tube type. It is elec- 
trically operated. It has no fre- 
coil. 

Ammunition is approximately 23 
inches long and weighs slightly 
more than eight pounds. 

The warhead has a powerful ex- 
plosive in the form of a shaped 
charge which “enables the round 
to penetrate any armored vehicle 
presently known.” It also is more 
accurate and faster in flight than 
the old bazooka rocket. 


The new weapon weighs only a 
few pounds more than its prede-|

Han Line Breached. 

Gen. MacArthur told South Ko- 
rean leaders at Suwon June 29 to 
defend the Han river at all costs 
to give him time, but the line 
broke within hours after the con- 
ferences. 

It was decided then to ur 
United States infantrymen "he 
Korea as quickly as possible by 
air and sea, This was contrary to 
all military practice. 

These young, green kids, in the 
loneliness of a front-line position, 
first wavered, then began to hold.

At the front, these young com- 
bat troops could get only a 
glimpse of the power being built 
up behind them.

Bombers and 
fighters destroyed tanks. trucks 
and railroad equipment and 
strafed troop concentrations. Sup- 
ply bases were dealt heavy blows 
that destroyed the enemy’s needed 
fuel and ammunition. 

Along the east coast, American 
and British naval forces blocked 
any serious alternate threat to 
Pusan, 

‘We Bought Time.’ 

“We bought precious time,” 
said Gen. MacArthur. In less 
than three weeks, three fully 
equipped divisions have landed, a 
vast pile of supplies has gone 
ashore and the Navy and Air 
Force have been reinforced. 

Two groups totaling 50 B-29s, 
transferred 8000 miles, made 
their first successful mission 
eight days from the time they got 
their first orders in the United 
States.

Was prepared and staged in 10 


ys. 

This is the speed of planning 
and execution that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur also praised. 

Gen. MacArthur apparently 


feels that he has sufficient power 
to hold the South Korea beach- 
head and start a counterpunch. 
This does not mean that the 
war or even the retreat is over. 
Allied forces commanding the air 


and the sea, however, are swing- 


ing back to the offensive.

The charge was made just be- 
fore Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee informed the House of 
Commons the Russians rejected a 
British appeal for a truce with no 
strings attached in Korea. Attlee 
said the Russians stuck to their 
insistence that Communist China 
be admitted to the United Nations 
Security Council before any ac- 
tion could be taken on the Korea 
fighting.

The Price of a Free World 


President Truman has asked for $10,000,000,- 
000 to meet the Korean challenge and to 
strengthen the military position of the demo- 
cratic world. We feel sure that Congress will 
vote the funds, and that it will do so with wide- 
spread approval. The test is not one to be met 
with penny-pinching. 

As to the President's other proposals: insofar 
as they are specific, they are moderate. The 
number of men to be called to the colors is left 
to the military. The commanders will also de- 
cide how many shall come from the reserves, 
the National Guard and the draft boards. This 
is sensible because, in the end, only they can 
say what number and what kind of men they 
need. 

Mr. Truman did not ask for all-out, overnight 
economic and industrial mobilization. But he 
did request authority to establish priorities, allo- 
cate materials, control credit and stimulate es- 
sential production. 

Surely, he should be granted these powers— 
and promptly. Materials needed for the military 
effort should not be allowed to go into hoarders’ 
warehouses. Nor should speculators be allowed 
to run up prices. Cheap consumer credit should 
not be allowed to divert needed material or man- 
power from the nation’s vital purpose. 

- . . 

The U.S.-U.N. effort to throw back Commu- 
nist aggressors in Korea may not be a military 
operation on the scale of World War II, but it 
is big enough to warrant sensible controls, espe- 
cially with the American economy on its present 
high level. And Mr. Truman pointed out that 
we must be prepared for outbreaks in other 
parts of the world. Furthermore, friendly na- 
tions will have to be armed, even at a cost 
beyond that approved by Congress on Wednes- 
day. And, in all probability, this effort will 
have to be maintained for a number of years. 

The President's most specific economic action 
to date, his restrictions on the financing of build- 
ing, is an indication that the price of freedom 
cannot be met without inconvenience. First 
things must come first. 

It is only fitting that the Government should 
set an example for the necessary retrenchment. 
Mr. Truman also “directed all executive agen- 
cies to conduct a detailed review of Government 
programs for the purpose of modifying them 
wherever practicable.” Quite plainiy, he said: 

The Government, as well as the public, 
must exercise great restraint in the use of 
those goods and services which are needed 
for our increased defense efforts. 

o al oo 

Public and private restraint, however, are not 
likely to be nearly enough without a definite 
stiffening of taxes. Not only must private ex- 
penditures be prevented from blocking defense 
expenditures, but private dollars must flow into 
the Treasury to meet as much as possible of the 
cost of defense on a pay-as-you-go basis. To in- 
crease the national budget by roughly 25 per 
cent without additional taxation would give free 
rein to inflation. So Mr. Truman properly 
promises an early but fair increase in taxation. 

Nobody who read his excellent summary ‘of 
the Kotean situation—or heard his radio address 
—can doubt that the cause is worth the price. 
This is no little colonial war. The threat behind 
this naked aggression must be met. The Presi- 
dent made this so clear that we feel sure that 
all Americans -agree with him that: 

The United States can be proud of the 
part that it has played in the United Nations 
action in this crisis. 

They also agree, we are sure, that: 


The American people, together with the 
other free peoples, seek a ncw era in 
world affairs ... a world where all men 
may live in peace and freedom, with steadily 
improving living conditions, under govern- 
ments of their own free choice.

Behind the Pools Decision 


It is the duty of all St. Louls citizens to ob- 
serve the law, and under Judge Hulen’s decision 
the law requires that the city’s outdoor swim- 
ming pools be open to all persons regardless 
of race. 

It will help St. Louisans respect this decision 
in good spirit, we think, if they understand 
what the law is. That is why we publish the 
principal part of Judge Hulen’s decision in to- 
day's Mirror of Public Opinion. 

The decision was not a capricious one. 
based solidly on the Constitution and recent 
Supreme Court rulings. It did not reflect one 
man’s opinion as to whether racial segregation 
is good or bad public policy. What it reflected 
was the considered judgment of a capable judge 
as to whether discrimination in the use of pub- 
licly financed swimming pools squares with the 
Constitution. He found that it does not. 

The Fourteenth Amendment, which was 
adopted after the Civil War to express the na- 
tional decision that former slaves should be 
granted full citizenship, clearly guarantees to 
all citizens equal “privileges or immunities,” and 
the “equal protection of the laws.” 

Under this amendment, there grew up the 
doctrine of “separate but equal” facilities for 
Negroes. Too often the separation was real and 
the equality a fiction. The trend of recent Su- 
preme Court decisions, therefore, has been to 
emphasize the requirement of true equality. 

In the McLaurin case, decided last June 5, a 
unanimous court held that a Negro graduate 
student at the University of Oklahoma had been 
denied his rights even when, though attending 
the same classes as other students, he was re- 
quired to sit at a specially designated desk. 
This, the court said, was not true equality. 

Judge Hulen holds that neither is it true 
equality for the City of St. Louis to set apart 
some of its swimming pools for the use of 
white persons only. An indoor pool for Negroes, 
he says, is not equal to an outdoor pool for 
whites; nor is a Negro pool in one section of 
the city equal to a white pool somewhere else. 

Under the Constitution as interpreted by the

Supreme Court, Judge Hulen could scarcely have 
decided otherwise. It is up to St. Louis to ac- 
cept his decision as one of the guidelines of 
community life. In Washington, D.C., swimming 
pools in the national parks have been operating 
on a non-segregated basis for eight weeks now. 
What Washington can do, St. Louis can do. 
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Mr. Nehru’s Mistaken Approach 

Prime Minister Nehru of India believes that 
the Korean crisis cannot be settled until the 
United Nations has been restored to life as an 
organization embracing all the world. Secre- 
tary Acheson believes that U.N. cannot be re- 
stored to life until the Korean crisis has been 
settled. 

That is the basic disagreement revealed in 
the exchange of notes over the seating of repre- 
sentatives of Communist China in the Security 
Council as a prelude to a Korean settlement. 

Certainly Mr. Nehru is correct in his belief 
that the dispute underlying the Korean war 
should be settled finally in the United Nations. 
That is the kind of function the organization was 
set up to perform, and every effort should be 
made to use it for that purpose. ’ 

But merely admitting Communist China to 
U.N., so that Russia, in turn, would resume its 
place, is no guarantee that the Korean war, or 
anything else, would be settled. What needs 
to be done now is to prove that U.N. is indeed 
the world’s guardian against aggression. That 
is the organization’s principal responsibility. It 
can be fulfilled now only by driving the Commu- 
nist invaders out of South Korea. 

For if U.N. is not to be the nations’ defense 
against aggression, then it is indeed no more 
than a debating society. And it should be re- 
membered in this connection that Prime Minis- 
ter Stalin’s note approving Mr. Nehru’s media- 
tion carefully made no commitments about the 
Korean war, even if Communist China is ad- 
mitted to U.N. now. 

The admission of Communist China and the 
Korean invasion are two entirely separate mat- 
ters which should not be bound together. Sec- 
retary Acheson was decidedly correct in his in- 
sistence that repelling the invaders cannot be 
contingent upon anything. Otherwise, any na- 
tion could get away with using aggression as a 
means whenever it wanted to achieve some spe- 
cial end of its own. This is pure Communist 
blackmail. 

The Communists believe that aggression and 
force are perfectly proper means to achieve 
their ends. This is the point which most firmly 
separates them from other people, of varying 
opinions about social and economic organization. 

This is the point on which there should be 
no retreat. Aggression is the major interna- 
tional crime. The actions of the vast majority 
of the United Nations and the United States 
should be directed to driving home that. fact. 
Then and only then can come a strengthening 
of U.N. 
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What Molasky Wanted 

Testimony piles up on top of testimony that 
gangsters contributed money to Gov. Smith's 
1948 campaign in the expectation that he would 
reciprocate by opening Missouri to their rack- 
ets. The newest testimony, from Charles E. 
Porter, former banker, onetime convict, and now 
publisher of the Festus News-Democrat, supplies 
the crudest circumstantial detail yet. 

Porter says the $2000 contribution to Smith 
from William Molasky, racing news distributor, 
was given with Molasky’s.understanding that he 
would be allowed to name one St. Louis police 
commissioner. It was through infiltration into 
the police boards, appointed by the Governor, 
that the gangsters sought to obtain control in 
St. Louis and Kansas City. John H. Hendren, 
State Democratic chairman, corroborated the 
$2000 donation from Molasky. 

Charles Binaggio and Wolf C. Rimann, slain 
Kansas City gangsters, had raised money for 
the Smith campaign, and the slayings of both 
have been attributed to failure to present the 
gambling fraternity with a wide-open Missouri 
in return for their contributions. 

These suspicions pointed at Gov. Smith would, 
if true, be disgraceful to the dignity of the 
state as well as to himself. They have gone 
too long as allegations unproved or undisproved. 

The good name of Missouri calls for the kind 
of investigation that will get at the bottom of 
this matter and come up with a definite answer 
one way or the other. 

Evidence that it means to do just that is be- 
ing given by the Senate Crime Investigating 
Committee under the chairmanship of Senator 
Kefauver. In its two-day hearing at Kansas 
City it has begun going into Smith campaign 
funds with some thoroughness. It should be 
encouraged to keep on with this phase of its 
investigation as long as necessary to come to a 
provable conclusion. 
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“Security Risk” Without Appeal 

Are public serwants most reliable when they 
are scared? The House seemed to operate on 
that principle when it passed a bill empowering 
the heads of 11 Government agencies to fire any 
employes they deem to be “security risks.” 

That Congress should feel impelled to legis- 
late on this subject is understandable. A Gov- 
ernment employe might well be a “security 
risk” without being actively disloyal. He might 
be a person who talks too much, a person of 
irregular habits, a person of unreliable charac- 
ter. As such he would not be a good employe 
to entrust with secrets. 

While some method of dealing with “security 
risks” is necessary, however, we see no reason 
why it should deny the suspected employe a 
fair hearing before an im al reviewing 
agency. We find it disturbing that the House re- 
jected amendments providing that the victim 
of a “security risk” dismissal could appeal to 
the Civil Service Commission or to a special 
review board. As the bill now stands, such an 
employe can appeal only to the agency head 
who fired him—which, of. course, is no appeal 
at all. He would get less consideration for his 
rights as a citizen than an employe accused of 
the greater crime of active disloyalty. 

What would probably happen if this bill were 
passed is that the President’s loyalty program, 
with its safeguards for individual rights and its 
requirement that charges be proved before an 
appeals agency, would be displaced. Instead of 
being charged with disloyalty, suspected em- 
ployes would merely be designated as “security 
risks,” and arbitrarily fired. 

That may be the way to keep the Government 
service scared, but we hope the Senate will 
decide that justice is equally important. and 
will previde for an appeals procedure. 
++

All persons born or naturalized in the 
United States, and subject to the jurisdic- 
tion thereof, are citizens of the United 
States and of the State wherein they re- 
side. No State shall make or enforce any 
law which shall abridge the privileges or 
immunities of citizens of the United States, 
nor shall any State deprive any person of 
life, liberty or property without due 
process of law, nor deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection 
of the laws.—The Fourteenth Amendment. 


It is clear from this record that plain- 
tiffs (George W. Draper and Rose FE. Tay- 
lor) and others in like situation in the 
City of St. Louis have been deprived of 
their rights under the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment by defendants’ 
action in barring 
them from open-air 
swimming pools in 
the City of St. Louis 
built, maintained and 
operated from funds 
derived from taxes 
levied on all citizens 
regardless of race, 
solely because of 
plaintiffs’ color. 

The conduct of the 
defendants (the City 
of St. Louis, Mayor 
Darst and other of- 
ficials) in this re- 
spect seems to have 
been recognized as early as 1949. In order- 
ing all city-operated open-air pools closed 
in 1949, following peace disturbances, the 
Mayor of the City of St. Louis made a 
public announcement containing this sen- 
tence: 


“Mr. O’Toole is on sound legal ground 
in stating that there is no authority either 
in state law or city ordinance which would 
deny any citizen the right to use publicly 
supported facilities.”

Law Permits No Delay 


By the case of Gibson vs. State of Mis- 
sissippt, 162 U.S. 565, it was declared by 
the Supreme Court, as early as 1896: 

“All citizens are equal before the law. 
The guaranties of life, liberty and prop- 
erty are for all persons within the juris- 
diction of the United States or of any 
state, without discrimination against any 
because of their race. 

“These guaranties, when their violation 
is properly presented in the regular course 
of proceedings, must be enforced in the 


courts, both of the nation and of the state, 
without reference to consideration based 
upon race.” 

Under the record in this case there is 
racial discrimination by the defendants 
in their official capacity against the plain- 
tiffs and members of plaintiffs’ race, solely 
because of color, in the use of open-air 
swimming pools provided by public funds. 
This conclusion we do not understand the 
defendants to deny. 

Defendants would delay the granting of 
equal rights to plaintiffs, as guaranteed by 
the Constitution, to some unannounced 
date, apparently to be determined by the 
Council of Human Relations. The law per- 
mits of no such delay in the protection of 
plaintiffs’ constitutional rights. 

The decisive question is not what kind 
of open-air swimming pools will be _ pro- 
vided plaintiffs and members of the race 
to which plaintiffs belong, in the future, 
but what are now provided by public funds 
for members of the white race and denied 
to members of plaintiffs’ race solely be- 
cause of their color. 


No Duty to Furnish Pools 


The public policy of separation of the 
races in the use and enjoyment of open- 
air swimming pools in the City of St. Louis 
must rest, if a legal basis is to be found, 
solely on equality in fact of privileges. 
However proper the defendants and mem- 
bers of the Council of Human Relations 
may consider the course laid down for fu- 
ture elimination of racial discrimination, 
if it does violence to equality in treatment 
of the races, it cannot override the law on 
the subject. 

We do not mean to hold there is any 
duty on the defendants to furnish plain- 
tiffs, or the members of any race,’ with 
open-air swimming pools, but when they 
do provide such recreational facilities out 
of public funds, their use must be on a 
basis of racial equality. 

The completion by defendants at some 
future date, and restriction to use of 
members of plaintiffs’ race, of an open-air 
swimming pool in some other part of the 
city, is no answer to plaintiffs’ present 
claim of their constitutional rights. Even 
when completed, such a pool may mitigate 
discrimination, but it will not validate it 
as to other sections of the city. 

Defendant city is an arm of the state: 
personal defendants are its officers. Plain- 
tiffs’? constitutional rights are personal 
ones, Plaintiffs are entitled to redress of 
the denial of their constitutional rights 
now. 


Light Touch in the Cold War

The verbal side of the cold war has held 
for the most part to a dreary and depress- 
ing pattern. First comes a fantastic charge 
by the Russians, compounded largely of 
lies and half-truths, purporting to expose 
some new American iniquity. Then follows 
the solemn and indignant denial by our 
State Department. 

Not so, however, the interchange about 
the potato bug. 

In this case the Russian charge was even 
more fantastic than usual. It was, in es- 
sence, that during the war the United 
States cynically included potato bugs in its 
lend-lease food shipments to Soviet Russia, 
and that these six-legged saboteurs had 
likewise been spread by American air- 
planes in Russian and satellite lands. 


But this time the American rejoinder 
has been of a different sort. Witness the 
note handed by the American Embassy at 
Prague to the Czechoslovak Foreign Office: 

The American Embassy presents its 
compliments to the Czechoslovak Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs and has the 
honor to make the following reference 
to the potato bug. 

The note goes on to assure the Czecho- 


slovak Government of the sympathy of 
the United States over any damage caused 
to Czech agricultural production “by the 
insect in question.” 

Then follows this poker-faced assurance: 

The Embassy ventures to suggest 
the inherent unsuitability of the potate 
bug ‘Dotyphora decemlineata) as an 
instrument of national policy. The Em- 
bassy doubts whether the potato bug, 
even in its most voracious phase, could 
nibble effectively at the fabric of 
friendship uniting the Czechoslovak 
and the American people. ... 

Here, for a change, is something more 
than the usual indignant denial. In one 
case, at least, and in a limited way, adroit 
handling has caused a piece of typically 
lying Russian propaganda to backfire. 
Laughter. used in the right places and 
times, can be a valuable weapon.

TIME OF HOPE. by C. P. Snow. (The Macmillan Co., 

416 pgs., $3.50.) 

Literature is full of stories of poor 
young men—poor in the sense that dis- 
aster finally overwhelms them in the form 
of designing females. The females are 
always unworthy specimens for whom the 
hero develops an obsession. He may know, 
as did the hero of “Time of Hope,” that 
the girl is not right for him, that she is 
not right for anyone, but he goes on being 
possessed by his desires until tragedy is 
his—if not the girl. In “Time of Hope,” 
the hero gets both. 

Somerset Maugham in his “Of Human 
Bondage” reached the peak of his creative 
ability in his crystal clear presentation of 
just such a situation. His book has become 
a sort of measuring rod for other modern 
novels dealing with this fatal, though not, 
it is to be hoped, completely universal 
trait of the male. Even though the reader 
judges by the high standards set by 

Maugham, C. P. Snow 

does a good job. He 

has a technical skill 

and facility almost 

equal to Maugham’s. 

His characters 

move from room ta 

room, from experi- 

ence to experience, 

from dilemma to di- 

lemma with a decep- 

tively easy smooth- 

ness. The girl in his 

novel is intellectual- 

ized and more ap- 

pealing in a neurotic 

sort of way than 

the young lady of 

Maugham’s classic, but in his very effort, 

indirect though it is, to intellectualize the 

problem, he somehow fails. Maugham, 

with his complete objectivity and air of 

cynical detachment, implies that the 

Greeks had a word for it and lets it go 
at that—with great effect. 

This is one of a series of novels on 
which C. P. Snow is working to depict 
the period in English life from 1920 to 
1950. Of these, “The Light and the Dark” 
was the first to be published in the United 
States and “Time of Hope” is the second. 
His emphasis on the supreme importance 
of the individual is an increasingly popular 
project among modern novelists. The 
moral of much of the writing seems to be 
the same—that the individual is indeed 
pitiable as he flutters hither and yon in 
a highly mechanized civilization

When Spence Atkins jumped off the 
train at Dyersville ‘pop. 600) the town 
was there to meet the returning hero, but 
Spence didn’t respond to their overwhelm- 
ing welcome. it was an embarassing 
shock to the well-wishers to learn that he 
had lost his voice, and in doing so had 
lost his way in the world he had known.

It was during this harassed time that 
his mother heard him talking in his sleep, 
but consciousness still left him a mute.

But the years passed, 
Jenny had a baby, his father died and 
left the farm for him to care for, and all 
hope began to die. For he didn't respond 
to shock treatments, to a mail order de- 
vice, even to an airplane ride with a stunt 
fiyer which the town paid for. 

Phoebe Thankful Smith, 18-year-old 
daughter of the visiting revivalist, told 
the no longer youthful Spence that he 
should be ashamed—if he'd only believe in 
God he'd get his voice back. And there be- 
gan a five-year struggle between faith and 
science and a mixed-love for Phoebe Smith. 
Spence’s faith was increased, not lessened, 
by the outcome which was not quite up to 
Phoebe's standard of miracle.

Eastland’s Opposition. 


An eager collaborator in block- 
ing statehood for Hawaii is Sen- 
ator James Eastland of Missis- 
sippi. Eastland has said that if 
and when the statehood bills are 
brought up, he. will move to sub- 
stitute the Mundt-Ferguson bill 
to compel Communists and fellow- 
travelers to register, and thereby 
them in many of the 
privileges of citizenship. 

O'Mahoney says now he be- 
lieves he will agree to let the 
Mundt-Ferguson bill come up and 
he will vote for it. That is, he 
will vote for it if—and it’s a big 
if — the Mundt-Ferguson Bill is 
amended to remove some of the 
features that give extraordinary 
power over men’s thoughts and 
opinions to a subversive activi- 
ties control board. 


Dangerous Pay-Off. 


It seems to me there is a kind 
of parable for our times in this. 
In going along with the Mundt- 
Ferguson bill, O'Mahoney will 
have at least two motives. He 
believes some such measure is 
more or less inevitable in view 
of world conditions. And then 
also, he feels that if he should 
oppose the Mundt-Ferguson mea- 
sure, he would bring down added 
opposition to the statehood bills. 

So statehood for the territories, 
urgently needed for a variety of 
reasons, may necessitate a pay-off. 
It may mean adoption of a law 
which will not necessarily 
strengthen American security and 
which may actually endanger cer- 
tain rights that Americans have

HROUGH a combination of 
fi circumstances, Missouri's 
women golfers have felt it 
necessary to restrict the cham- 
pionship division field in their 
state tournament to just 16 
players.

A weakness of the setup is 
that it at least discourages out 
of town players from making 
the trip at all. And if there 
is not a fair representation of 
visitors, the state championship 
becomes a hollow thing. 

This year a reasonable num- 
ber of 35 came in from out- 
state points. Only five quali- 
fied to compete for the title. 
After the first round of match 
play only one was left. The 
tournament had become a sec- 
ond St. Louis district chkam- 
pionship for the year 1950 by 
the time the last outstate com- 
petitor was eliminated in the 
quarter finals. 


If the women would elimi- 
nate some of their lower divi- 
sion or consolation play, there 
would be time and room to 
conduct a 32-place champion- 
ship division competition.

Poultry Still Good Buy—Blue- 
berries and Pears Here With 
Cabbage and Celery Plentiful.

There are two notations we 
wish we might write at the top of 
every market list in town this 
week: 1—Don’t become panicky; 2 
don’t over-buy. There is no 
denying the fact that prices are 
definitely up. On the other hand, 
there is no reason to rush out and 
try to stock up on food. Such 
action on a large scale could well 
lead to serious trouble. Display 
the same good judgment you have 
in the past in finding the buys 
which best suit the needs of your 
particular family, and then buy 
only what you need. Whatever 
you do, we repeat, don’t overload. 
‘Remember that the more you try 
to over-buy or hoard, the more 
you bolster the market. 

There is no immediate indica- 
tion that there is going to be a 
shortage of meat in the stores. 
There are plenty of livestock ani- 
mals on the farms. There are 
fewer cattle coming into the 
stockyards. But remember that 
this is partly a seasona! situation. 
And also remember the power 
which you, as the consumer, can 
bring to bear. If you insist upon 
loading up your deep-freeze with 
meat at a time when supplies are 
light, you will of course maintain 
the high prices. Bat if you steer 
away from the high priced items 
you can help relievé the situation. 

As we pointed out last week, 
any bargains in meat are purely 
relative right now. However, 
you might check on veal. We are 
told that calves have not ad- 
vanced as much as some other 
cattle, and that they are reaching 
the market in larger supply. Also 
check on hams and the little 
ready-to-eat picnics which may 
represent a good value for your 
money, 

And, while some publicity has 
been given the advance in the 
price of chickens this last week, 
they are still a good buy. True, 
the prices have advanced, but you 
are comparing them with the ex- 
tremely cheap ones a short time 
ago. And those prices were so 
low that they did not reflect a 
healthy condition for the produc- 
er.

Another real value is fish. The 
outlook from fisheries and pro- 


cessors at the present time is that | 
fish will be in ample supply, the | 
quality will be excellent, and the | 

rices will remain fairly well in 
ine. Demand may of course raise 
prices somewhat; but there is no 
indication right now that. in- 
creases will be at ail comparable 
to those on other foods. In fact, 
you may find certain items—such 
as cod and haddock fillets, always 
good summer items—do not ad- 
vance at all. Some dealers had 
large inventories with their New- 
foundland suppliers and are play- 
ing fair with the housewife in 
not taking advantage of the situ- 
ation. 

You might consider substituting 
a cheese dish for meat. And don’t 
forget that cottage cheese can 
also be used as a main dish—for 
instance, in cottage cheese pan- 
cakes. 

Now for a look at the fruit and 
vegetable situation. Lemons and 
oranges are both a little lower 
than. they were last week; with 
supplies ample for the demands. 
Incidentally, we ran into an in- 
teresting bit of information the 
other day. It seems that some 
of the eastern and western mar- 
kets have installed automatic juic- 
ers in their produce departments. 
Customers buy the oranges, see 
them juiced, take the fresh juice 
home in quart-size containers. 

California Bartlett pears are 
just beginning to show up, and 
there were three cars of apricots 
on the fruit auction last week. 
Nectarines, grapes (white, , red 
and black ones), and new apples 
are all plentiful; and you can 
take your choice of plums. Plums 
and grapes, however, are hardly 
budget items. Here is a note for 
jelly-makers: better start to make 
your plans; the homegrown plums 
afe beginning to put in their ap- 
pearance. 

Blueberries from North Car- 
olina are now on the market. 
They are very nice quality, but 
are not cheap. But they will go 
a long way if you use them in 
blueberry muffins, so they might 
prove a good investment.

Currants are coming in from 
Michigan. Incidentally, the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture suggests combining them 
with cherries for a delicious jam. 
Also coming from Michigan are 
gooseberries—but they are pretty 
high. 

AS for vegetables, Iceberg let- 
tuce took a sharp drop last week- 
end and is still within reasonable 
limits. Cauliflower is also a little 
cheaper, with supplies now arriv- 
ing from Colorado, Washington 
and California. California is also 
sending us broccoli in small 
quantities. 

Not too long ago cabbage was 
scarce, with correspondingly high 
prices. However, additional sup- 
plies have moderated the prices. 
The same condition prevails in 
regard to celery, now that it is 
coming to the St. Louis market 
from both Michigan and Colo- 


rado. 

And last but not least we men- 
tion sweet potatoes, which are 
just plain, downright cheap, In 
fact, they are so plentiful that 
the Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tions have been conducting tests 
to discover new ways of using 
them. So far they have-tried 
converting them into candy, 
snacks and—of all things—break- 
fast foods.

Mid-July is the time when ap- 
petites get into the doldrums and 
food, especially that having to 
do with dessert, loses its appeal. 
Soaring temperatures, however, 
‘do not indicate that an empty 
cookie jar is appreciated. Every 
member of the family welcomes 
these bits of goodness whether 
_to eat out of hand, with that cool- 
ing glass of milk, or with those 
‘frosty drinks that mean half an 
‘hour of leisure on the screened 

porch or in the shaded patio. 
If you dont want to go to the 


effort of mixing cookie dough, 


you can always uge those cookie 
mixes which turn out a good 
crisp cookie. If you like to “roll 
your own” here are a number of 


yrecipes that should be of interest 


to every member of the family: 


- DPouble-Deck Brownies. 
Three-fourths .cup sifted cake 
flour. 

One-half teaspoon double-acting 
baking powder. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One cup sugar. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

One-third cup melted butter or 
other shortening. 

One-third cup shredded coco- 
nut. 

One-half teaspoon almond ex- 
tract. 

One and one-half squares un- 
sweetened chocolate, melted. 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder and salt, and sift 
again. Add sugar gradually to 
eggs, beating thoroughly. Add 
shortening and blend. Add flour. 
Turn one-quarter of batter into a 
small bowl. Add coconut and al- 
mond extract. 

Add chocolate to remaining 
three-quarters of batter and spread 
evenly in a greased 8x8x2-inch 
pan. 

Drop coconut batter by tea- 
spoonfuls over chocolate batter in 
pan; then spread carefully to form 
a thin, even layer. Bake in mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees) 35 min- 
utes, or until done. Cool in pan 
on cake rack. Cut in rectangles 
or squares. Makes about’ two 
dozen brownies. 

Note: If desired, increase coco- 
nut to three-quarter cup and stir 
into batter before dividing. 


Topped Cookies. 
One cup shortening. 
One cup sugar. 
Four beaten egg yolks. 
Two egg whites, beaten.

Makes about four dozen 
cookies. 


Oatmeal Cookies. 

One-half cup shortening. 

One cup sugar. 

Two teaspoons vanilla. 

Two eggs. 

One tablespoon molasses. 

Two teaspoons soda. 

One tablespoon water. 

One cup sifted flour. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Two cups oatmeal. 

One cup raisins. 

One-half cup chopped nutmeats. 

Cream shortening and sugar 
until fluffy and add vanilla. Add 
eggs one at a time and beat well 
after each addition. Dissolve the 
soda in the one tablespoon water 
and add with molasses. Sift to- 
gether flour, salt and cinnamon 
and add to mixture. Stir in oat- 
meal, raisins and nutmeats and 
drop on a greased cookie sheet. 
Bake in a moderate oven (375 de- 
grees) for 10 to 12 minutes. Re- 
move from cookie sheets immedi- 
ately after baking. Yields about 
four dozen cookies. 


Molasses Chocolate Squares. 
One cup sifted flour. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
One-half cup shortening. 

Four tablespoons molasses. 

Three-fourths cup brown sugar, 
packed firmly. 

One-half teaspoon baking soda. 

One seven ounce bar semi- 
sweet chocolate. 

One egg. 

Sift together flour and salt. 
Heat together shortening and mo- 
lasses over low heat until shorten- 
ing is melted. Add brown sugar 
and baking soda, stirring until 
sugar is dissolved. Cut chocolate 
in small pieces. Beat egg and 
add with chocolate and dry in- 
gredients to molasses mixture. 
Spread in two greased layer pans. 
Bake in a slow oven (325 degrees) 
for 20 to 25 minutes. Cool slight- 
ly and cut in two-inch squares. 
Remove from pan. Makes 32

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In 300 Years, Maybe 
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Pisa's Leaning Tower 
Falling--but Not Soon

PISA, Italy, July 20, 
HE Leaning Tower of Pisa is getting ready to 
collapse. This disaster cannot be pinned down 
to a timetable, however. The tumble, after 
which the tower will be only a pile of mangled 
marble, is coming very 
gradually. 
“It may be about 
300 years before the 
tower’s underpinnings 
give way,” the young 
engineer, Ranieri Noc- 
cioli, in charge here, 
told me. “Anybody 
who wants to see the 
tower fall in his life- 
time is probably go- 
be disappoint- 


The tower sags sev- 

en tenths of a milli- 

meter more to the 

south, toward Rome, 

every year. But for 

this inclination to turn into a bow, and finally 

an outright fall, may take anything from 20 to 

1000 years. “We can measure the increase in the 

leaning,” said Noccioli. “But the tower may change 
its mind and decide not to fall.” 

The 179-foot tower, in fact, has a bewildering 
tendency to straighten up a little, like a drunk 
trying to pull himself together. These attempts at 
recovery occur in the late summer when the sun’s 
heat on the southern side of the marble lasts 
longest. The marble expands from top to bottom, 
and the tower gets a fresh grip on gravity. The 
sobering tendency is smal], though, in relation to 
the 13-foot error of 600 years ago when it was 
finished. 


* * * 


BESIDES LEANING constantly and falling slow- 
ly, the tower goes through two other gyrations. 
It weaves around in an eclipse, and it sways in the 
wind. The weaving is caused by the sun’s unequal 
expansion of the marble and covers about three 
seconds of the sky's circumference, or about six 
tenths of a millimeter. The swaying, like a sky- 
scraper'’s, depends on the wind. 

Noccioli keeps daily charts of the tower’s tem- 
peramental behavior. He frankly confessed to me, 
however: 

“We often don’t know why the tower behaves 
the way it does. Some years it stands straight up 
in the hottest weather, never wavering. We keep 
daily charts showing the water level in the blue clay 
under the tower, whether the day is clouded or 
sunny, which way the wind blows and how much 
—all to try to explain the degree of fall that day, 

“But. sometimes we can’t figure out the answer.” 

The tower’s behavior is checked by a plumb line 
inside, under microscopic watch. When Pisa was 
bombed and shelled heavily in the war, the needle 
in the tower hardly wavered. 


. * * 


TOURISTS SOMETIMES worry about their 
weight bringing the tower down. They try to stand 
on the north side, to compensate,” said Noccioli. 
“That's silly. The tower behaves in its own way, 
whether mobs go up or nobody does.” 

The tower behaves pretty steadily, Noccioli de- 
clarea, in relation to the load of 264 pounds per 
square centimeter it carries. ‘‘That’s just 24 times 
as much as the maximum load allowed for founda- 
tions in the same part of Pisa today,” he said. 

Even if the tower tends to topple faster, it is 
possible to check the fall a little by dismounting 
the great octave of bells on the belfry. The bells: 
weigh 12 tons, and getting rid of them might help 
lower the center of gravity a few inches. , 

But when the towtr does fall, it ought to come 
down in a last great dying chord of its bells, the 
people of Pisa think. Let the bells stay till the 
end, they say. ;

Beans—Green, Kidney and Boston Baked 


Properly Done,. They Can Make a Man Forget His Troubles 


By Hoyt Alden 


HEN I was a kid and people 

had their own gardens, the 

green bean was a joy and a 
consolation. Especially when 
cooked up in a big pot with a 
hunk of salt pork and maybe an 
onion for flavoring. They cooked 
slowly and they took on a tender- 
ness, a flavor and a fragrance 
which, brought out the best in a 
man and made him love his neigh- 
bors. We always cookéd enough to 
last a couple of days, and on the 
second day, after they had sim- 
mered in the pot liquor, they were 
even better, if possible. They 
made a man forget his troubles 
and even feel kindly toward his 
mother-in-law. 

Nowadays all the green beans 
I get seem to come out of cans. 
I don’t know where the canneries 
get them. I suppose, like most 
everything else nowadays, they’re 
fabricated out of some kind of 
plastic. They don’t seem to bear 
much relation to the green beans 
we used to grow. 

Especially when the Little 
Woman, with her usual display of 
sagacity and imagination, dumps 
them out in a pan and cleverly 
warms them up on the kitchen 
stove. 

However, there are things that 
can be done with canned green 
beans, and here is one of them. 
It is called green beans with al- 
monds, and it’s simple: 

Heat the beans and drain them 
well. Sliver a cup of blanched 
almonds and saute them in two 
tablespoons of butter. Add them 
to the beans, stir slightly, salt and 
pepper to taste, and everyone 
will want to know your secret. 

. x * 
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FRESH GREEN BEANS can, of 
course, be prepared the same 
way. While we’re on the subject 
of canned beans, the kidney bean 
is a sadly neglected item which 
deserves more attention. 

If you’ve been inclined to un- 
derrate the kidney bean, it's be- 
cause you’ve never tried them 
with red wine. Like this: 

Butter a bean pot and pour in 
two cans of kidney beans. Now 
partially fry eight strips of bacon, 
take them out of the fat and drain 
them. 

Chop up six leeks, a cup of 
green peppers, a cup of ham and 
a clove of garlic and saute them

in the bacon grease. Next, add a 
cup of port wine and let the works 
simmer. for 10 minutes. 

Now, pour this mixture in on 
the beans. Stir it enough to mix 
it well, lay the bacon strips across 
the top and bake it until the 
bacon is done. 
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THERE ARE 498 AYS to 
bake beans, and 497 of them 
are called Boston Baked Beans. 
Maybe they are and maybe they 
aren't, but it doesn’t make a lot 
of difference because there are 
many ways of 


baking a bean | 


with results just as delicious as 
the proverbial Boston deal. 


However, just to keep the rec- 
ord straight, here issa recipe for 
Boston Baked Beans, straight 
from the private safe of a Proper 
Bostonian. Like this: 


Soak three pints of pea beans 
overnight. Drain them, cover 
them deeply with cold water, 
heat them slowly fo near the 
boiling point and keep them at 


this point without actually boil- 


ing until the skin of a bean will 
split open when you take it out 
with a spoon and blow on it. 


If you haven’t a bean pot, get 


a large covered baking dish. 
Drain the beans. You should have 
at hand a pound of salt pork 
streaked with lean, and the rind 
scraped until it is white. Cut off 
a slice and put it in the hottom 
of the dish. Cut off another slice 
and save it for tae top. Dice the 
rest of it and put it in the pot 
with the beans, a layer of beans 
to a layer of pork. 

Now for the seasoning: Mix in 
a bowl a tablespoon of dry mus- 
tard, a tablespoon of salt, a half- 
teaspoon of pepper, and a cup of 
very dark Jamaica molasses. Pour 
this over the beans, and then 
enough hot water to barely cover. 
Put the top on the beans tight 
to keep the steam in and bake 
them all day. Remove the cover 
the last hour to let them brown 
on top. Serve the beans right out 
of the pot, along with thin slices 
of Boston Bread and_a salad and 
you'll see why Boston feels the 
way it does about the bean. 
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HERE IS A SIMPLER and 
quicker way of baking beans 
which appeals to those who like a 
touch of onion. Like this: Soak 
two cups of navy beans overnight. 
Cook ‘them slowly until the skins 
burst, as above, and drain them, 
but save the liquid, in case you 
need to moisten the beans while 
baking. 

Put a quarter of a pound of 
breakfast bacon in the bottom of 
the baking dish. Add the beans, 
and on top of that a teaspoon of 
salt, a teaspoon of dry mustard, a 
teaspoon of ginger, three-fourths 
of a cup of honey and a table- 
spoon and a half of minced onion. 
Stir it up, put another quarter of 
a pound of bacon on top and bake 
until you can’t resist the aroma 
any longer. 
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EVER TRY BAKING dried lima 
beans? Delicious. Like this: Soak 
the beans overnight in cold water 
and then cook them in the same 
water and save the water. Put 
them in a buttered baking dish. 
Saute a sliced onior in butter 
until brown and add it to the 
beans, along with a teaspoon and 
a half of dry mustard, a can of 
condensed tomato soup, and salt 
and pepper to taste. Cover half- 
way up the dish with bean liquor 
and bake it in a moderate oven 
for an hour and a half.

Imply—Infer 


Let's do something about 

Q) x. common confusion in the 
use of the words imply and 
infer. I see them misused by so 
many writers that I fear the true 
meanings of the words will be lost 
completely. I wonder if , you'd 
note this particular pitfall in your 
column, and therefore call atten- 
tion to the correct usage.—M.C.G. 


A. You're right, The words are 
confused in the minds of most of 
us. Indeed, Merriam Webster's 
says of the word infer that it is 
used “loosely and erroneously” 
in the meaning of “to imply.” 


Here are the true distinctions: 

To imply is to hint at; to sug- 
gest; to insinuate; to express in- 
directly. 

To infer is to draw a conclu- 
sion; to deduce; to receive an im- 
pression. 


Thus, the speaker or writer im- 
plies; the listener or reader infers. 

How to use the words. 

I do not imply, nor do I wish 
you to infer that... 

His words imply that he {s dis- 
pleased with us. From his words 
I infer that we displease him. 


There is an implication in his 
words that frightens me. His 
words lead me to an inference 
that frightens me. 

Now we see that the two words 
are in no way synonymous. They 
are, in a manner of speaking, as 
direct opposites as “throw” and 
“catch,” for to imply is to put 
forth; to infer is to receive. 

I feel as does the writer that 
“imply” and “infer” are valuable 
and expressive words, and that 
we should try to understand and 
preserve the importa:.t distinction 
between them. 

A goc’4 way of fixing the dis- 
tinction in our minds is to mem- 
orize the phrase from a foregoing 
paragraph: 

I do not imply, nor do I wish 
you to infer that... 

That is really the whole thing 
in a nutshell. Repeat the phrase 
a few times and you will have 
added to your vocabulary two 
-_ words that will serve you 
well.

HEN you have made a couple 
W:: new and promising canasta 

bases, there’s no rush about 
putting down additional bases. 
The first one or two are vitally 
important; after that, the cards 
that would provide the * third 
canasta base may be more val- 
uable for another purpose. For 
example, suppose you hold: 


You have just taken a good- 
sized pack topped by a six-spot, 
in order to make your initial meld 
of 90 by putting down 2-Jack- 
Jack-Jack-Jack, and 2-6-6-6-6. This 
gives you two promising canasta 
bases, and the four sevens, all of 
which were in the pack, would 
provide a third base. Should you

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The Little Symphony and How It Grew 


Now in Its Fifteenth Year, It Has Overcome Insects, Noises and Devotees of Haydn

OSQUITOES and chiggers, 
M ions-teezea beasties, and 

sounds that go bump in the 
night are among the problems 
that have faced the St. Louis 
Little Symphony from time to 
time. Also sounds that go zoom 
(airplanes, these), windows that 
go squeak during pianissimo pas- 
sages, and irate customers de- 
manding to hear more—or less— 
Haydn. Despite such minor mat- 
ters, the Little Symphony, near- 
ing the close of its sixteenth sea- 
son of “Music Under the Stars” 
(remaining concerts: Tomorrow 
night and the night of July 28) 
stands as a tribute to the power 
of volunteers over vicissitudes. 

Since its founding In 1935, the 
Little Symphony has operated by 
admitted amateurs on the slim- 
mest margin of a budget, yet each 
year has seen an increase in at- 
tendance, musical excellence, and 
dedication on the part of its 
workers. 

“There’s a devotion to the Lit- 
tle Symphony I’ve never seen in 
any other organization,” says Mrs. 
Henry Bry, executive chairman, 
who, with Lawrence Stern, presi- 
dent, heads the group. “I think 
it’s because it’s the offspring of 
so many who have seen it grow 
in audience attendance from 500 
to 2500, and who have watched 
the orchestra grow from a dis- 
integrated group into an inte- 
grated one, under the direction 
of Stanley Chappel and Max 
Steindel.” 

Perhaps one reason for the 
warm feeling among Little Sym- 
phony workers is that the organi- 
zation came about because of 
friendship for the Symphony mu- 
sicians. 

“Some of the men from the 
Symphony used to come to our 


homes to play chamber music,” . 
Mrs. Bry recalled, “and, in be- ' 


coming personally acquainted 
with them, we learned that one 
of their problems was the short- 
ness of the Symphony season and 
the limited employment for mu- 
sicians through the summer 
months. Someone in our group 
suggested that the season could 
be lengthened by having some of 
them play just such chamber mu- 
sic as they’d been playing for us, 
and that’s how it started.” 
e+ 2 & 

HE first concert was held on 
T suis 16, 1935, at the outdoor 

theater at John Burroughs 
School. 

“And it was attended by 500 
people, which was a complete and 
utter shock to all of us,” Says 
Mrs. Bry. “The next year we 
moved the concerts to the Wash- 
ington University Quadrangle be- 
cause it was more centrally lo- 
cated, and we’ve been the guests 
of the university ever since.” 

Washington University has tak- 
en to the Little Symphony from 
Dr. and Mrs. Compton who at- 
tend the concerts to the mainte- 
nance men who have their favor- 
ites among composers and some- 
times make program suggestions. 
This co-operation aids the Sym- 
phony’s budget but even so, costs 
_— always been a major prob- 
em. 

“The Little Symphony” didn’t 
‘just grow’ like Topsy,” Mrs. Bry 
points out. “In the beginning it 
took personal sponsorship, and 
such men as Robert Brookings 
Smith and Joseph Pulitzer Jr.

funds to underwrite the project. 
Now we have 150 to 175 guaran- 
tors who pledge a total of ap- 
proximately $2500 each year.” 

Watchdog of this treasury is 
Lawrence Stern, the Little Sym- 
phony’s president for the last 
four years, who was treasurer for 
three years before that. Like 
everything else, the costs of the 
Little Symphony have gone up in 
recent years. | 


“About 35 per cent In the past 
six years,” Stern says. “Such 
things as salaries for musicians 
and conductors, the cost of the 


handling of chairs, printing bills, 
are all higher. We have been 
able to increase the earnings of 
the orchestra purposely, since 
that was one of our intentions 
from the very beginning.” 


One purpose of the Guarantee 
Fund, chairmen of which are 
Barbara Bitting and Ruth Frank- 
lin, is “‘weather protection” since 
weather is the Little Symphony’s 
biggest hazard. In its 16 years, 
the concerts have never been 
rained out though they have been 
threatened and shortened, and 
sometimes when there is an early

“We couldn’t afford to spend 
the kind of money it would take 
to get the same hard work from 
professionals that amateurs are 
willing to do through interest in 
the project,” Stern adds. 

“We've had letters from other 
cities and towns asking how to 
start a similar project,” Mrs. Bry 
said, “and whenever they run 
into difficulties it’s always be- 
cause they can’t get enough vol- 
unteers, so we know ours are 
unusual. Our volunteer staff 
works for six months of every 
year and loves it.

West banged down the diamond 
ace, and was not pleased when 


South ruffed! South, on the other 
hand, was not too pleased either. 
Who had the king of trumps? 
That question was soon answered 
satisfactorily when South entered 
dummy with a heart and pushed 
the spade queen through East, 
but West’s failure to follow suit 
was something to think about. 


_Declarer took another trump 
finesse—East having played low, 
naturally, on the queen—and then 
returned again to dummy, this 
time with a club. South led and 
ruffed the diamond ten, shorten- 
ing his trumps to only one more 
than East had, then led another 
heart to dummy and ruffed an- 
other diamond.

But Still Lives

NEW YORK, July 20. 


HE leading candidate for 

the post of national com- 

mander of the American 
Legion, for the next one-year 
term, is Erle Cocke Jr. of Daw- 
son, Ga-—a man who was for- 
matiy executed by a German 
firing squad more than five 
years ago. 

Cocke's story puts even that 
of Lazarus to shame. Winner of 
the DSC, Silver Star, Bronze 
Star three Purple Hearts and 
the Croix De Guerre, Cocke was 
one of the fightingest front line 
officers »f them all. * 


In the savage fighting near 
the end of the war, where 
perhaps as many prisoners on 
both sides were killed as were 
taken into custody, Cocke and 
a number of other captured 
Americans were lined up 
against a wall. A firing squad 
was assembled, and their guns 
barked at the command of a 
German lieutenant. 

Cocke fell, perforated by a 
bullet. 


Hours later, when the area 
had cleared, timid German 
civilians ventured back into it, 
some to steal from the dead, 
some to look on with horror 
and wonder, some to dig graves. 
Then one civilian, apparently a 
man of good heart, noticed to 
his consternation that Cocke 
was still breathing . 


The man carried Cocke to 
his house and washed his gap- 
ing wounds. Cocke lived 
through that night, somehow, 
and the next, and the following 
day the American forces came 
through that section and medi- 
cal corpsmen took charge of 
Cocke. 


Long since completely recov- 
ered, Cocke, now 29, is the 
general industrial agent for the 
Central of Georgia Railroad, 
runs a farm on the side, and is 
chairman of the Legion’s na- 
tional security commission.
